In 1994/95 the Knights finally gained Championship honours when it defeated Adelaide City at Hindmarsh Stadium 2-0 in the most one 
sided of national league grand finals ever played. No one team has dominated a season like the Knights did in 1994/95. The team were 
Champions, Minor Premiers and Cup-Winners - the first time ever that one club has ever taken out the 'treble'. The 6-0 win in the 
National Cup final (against Heidelberg) was again the most one-sided final of that competition. Teenage sensation Mark Viduka took out 
the player of the year, under 21 player of the year and top scorer of the year. Mirko Bazic was voted coach of the year. Amazingly, the 
same two people had won the same four awards the previous season. 


Despite losing many players, the club won the league again in 1995/96 after defeating Marconi in the grand final 2-1 at Olympic Park. 
Even more players disappeared after the 1996 grand final. 


Although the Knights proudly owns its own ground, the club has never been awash with funds and has consistently lost players over the years 
because of this. In fact, the continual sale of locally-bred players has largely kept the club afloat in recent years. Like sister club Sydney United, 
Melbourne Knights has a highly-revered youth system, which has developed a stack of Australian Internationals. The club has reportedly 
decided not to take part in next year's revamped national league, and instead will go to the Victorian state league. A brave decision, but one 
which will ensure the club remains a viable entity and allow it to keep its tradition, rather than spend its existence merely scrounging for the 
next buck or having to 'reinvent' itself. And no doubt the stream of young Knights' talent will continue to flow through to the top level.

In the first edition of the National sports magazine, 
"Soccer Star," editor Fred Villiers printed this screaming 
headline - "Australia’s $1 Million Dollar Gamble." 


re 7 
Fred’s lead article read, "Australian soccer will kick- 
off the big Philips League in April (1977) — a $1 million dollar gamble. 


It will be the biggest, richest and most important season in the history 
of the game. It will either make or break the 14 clubs from New South 
Wales, Victoria, South Australia, Queensland and the ACT who are 
now taking part in the competition. It is an expensive, ambitious 
project which the four Victorian clubs, were at first reluctant to join. 


Sydney, the home of the stars, will be represented by Hakoah Eastern 
Suburbs, Marconi, Sydney Olympic, St George and Western 
Suburbs. The Melbourne teams are JUST, Fitzroy and Mooroolbark 
United. South Australia will be represented by Adelaide City and 
West Adelaide, with two from Queensland - Brisbane City and 
Brisbane Lions, while ACT have Canberra City. 


The league is being sponsored to the tune of $750,000 over the next 
three years, while Clubs have organised individual sponsorships from 
$10,000 to $200,000. 


Add to this the $65,000 from the NSW State League and the 
sponsorship rivals that of the major codes of Australian rules and 
Rugby League." 

When Fred Villiers wrote that piece he was understandably excited 
by the prospect of soccer becoming the first of all Australian sports to 
form a national league. 


As we stand on the brink of massive reform for the national league, 
has anything changed, apart from the currency values? 

There was a hint of disharmony when Fred wrote that the Victorian 
clubs showed reluctance to join the PSL in 1977. 


A similar scenario developed in Victoria last week when two 
pro-Frank Lowy supporters, John Lewis and Nick Monteleone failed 
to gain seats on the board of the Victorian Soccer Federation.

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It was not plain sailing either in Adelaide when the PSL was first 
mooted. Tom McKain, writing in the "Soccer Star" reported 
thus, "When the furore caused by the formation of the PSL died 
down it was expected the super and local leagues would bury the 
hatchet and work together for the common cause. 

They certainly are trying to dispose of the hatchet, but it’s not in 
a peace log or the turf~— it’s in each other’s heads, backs or any 
other part of the anatomy available. 

The resentment felt by other First Division clubs to the national 
league status won by Hellas and Juventus (now West Adelaide and 
Adelaide City) has split a once placid soccer community in SA." 
Charlie Caruso, who was the first Adelaide City chairman, said 
at the time, "I feel like a criminal, and yet all we did, along with 
Hellas was to try and improve the game. 

"We are now getting the brush off from people we once had a 
good working relationship with on and off the field," Caruso said. 
City and West were accepted into the PSL fold at the expense of 
a joint bid by SA First Division clubs, USC Lion, Polonia, 
Beograd and Second Division club, Port Adelaide. 

The bold quartet had an impressive motto, "Let’s all work 
together to make soccer ‘THE game in Australia." 

The ambition of SASF’s visionary president of the era, Alex 
Hastings was to split the 10 SA clubs into two groups of five to 
form two potential national league clubs drawing on the best 
available talent. The thinking behind the proposal was that 
powerful teams would be capable of attracting huge support. 
USC Lion, Polonia, Beograd and Port Adelaide, like former 
Scottish international and Sunderland captain, Alex Hastings, 
also were visionaries. 

Their working title for their proposed national league club was — 
"Adelaide United."

An average spectacle was brought to life in a final ten minute 
flurry as United and Sydney Olympic shared the points. 


Although Adelaide piled on the pressure throughout the first 20 minutes 
- not for the first time - the home team overall seemed jaded as it played 
its fifth game in 16 days. While fitness and enthusiasm was not a issue, 
Adelaide United was caught out in defence several times throughout the 
entire match, and much to the disappointment of 11,000-plus home fans, 
attacking plays fell down too frequently. 


Highlights of the first half included a chance by Olympic's Jim Nikas in 
the 18th minute expertly thwarted by United keeper David Scarsella; 
while at the other end of the pitch, a header by Adelaide's Shane Smeltz 
in the 35th minute went just over the goal after good lead-up play by 
Carl Veart and Richie Alagich. 


Adelaide's first-half attacking dominance was demonstrated by the 

half-time corner count (6-1 to Adelaide) and forays into penalty area 
11-4 to Adelaide). However, final shots on target were a rarity for either 

team, with just one apiece in the first half. The half-time score was nil-all. 


Olympic started the second stanza confidently, and its very mobile attack 
nearly brought Adelaide unstuck several times throughout the entire half. 
Although the home team were able to catch their opponents out off-side 
on nine occasions throughout the game, Olympic beat the off-side trap 
many other times and should have made more of their resultant chances. 


A contentious refereeing decision in the 58th minute after Vidmar had 
jostled with an Olympic attacker saw Vidmar lose out - the Adelaide captain 
was sent from the field as he received his second yellow for the game over 
the incident. From the free kick, Pablo Cardozo nicely curled a 20 metre 
shot from directly in front, but not nicely enough to go under the cross-bar. 


Vidmar's departure initially rattled the Adelaide defence, and just four 
minutes after the send-off Olympic caught the opposition out when Jim 
Bakis combined well with Cardozo to set the renown goalscorer free. 
After a 10 metre run he shot from six metres, giving Scarsella no chance. 
It was Cardozo's 121st goal of his career, putting him at equal fifth (with 
Marshall Soper) on the NSL's all-time scorer's ladder. 


United's back-line settled once Mike Valkanis was brought on in the 68th 
minute. The replacement seemed to inspire the South Australian club; just 
one minute after coming on, Valkanis himself missed a golden opportunity 
when a corner fell directly to him immediately in front of the goal. 


At 85 minutes Veart was released by Ross Aloisi, who had done well with a 
run down the line. Veart's low drive from eight metres was met with a nice 
instinctive save from Olympic keeper Brett Hughes. ‘The attempt was soon 
followed by a Shane Thompson chance which went straight into Hughes! arms. 


A very vocal home crowd sensed an equaliser, and it almost came from 
Veart who ran a long way with the ball despite continual harassment 
from two Olympic defenders. His shot was deflected out from a corner, 
and following another successive corner from David Terminello, it was 
the hard-working Thompson who rewarded the home audience when he 
shook off his marker in the box to head home directly from the corner 
with three minutes of regulation time remaining.

John Thompson-Mills » 


For 101 years, between 1883 and 1984, 
British football fans could always look 
forward to the end of the football season. 
May brought on the Home Internationals — 
a series of matches between the England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Northern Ireland and 
Wales national teams. 


An increasingly crowded fixture list, 
dwindling attendances and continued 
problems with hooliganism eventually saw the tournament 
scrapped. However in recent years, fans of English & Scottish clubs 
have been able to rekindle that passion through so called "Battle of 
Britain" pairings in the Champions League & UEFA Cup. 

This has kept alive the dream of Rangers & Celtic who want to 
play in the English Premier League, but in recent days has helped 
a new idea surface — the British Cup. 


By the time you read this, a decision may have already been made, 
but essentially, a plan has been floated by the Coors Brewery, for 
the winners of the Scottish & English League Cups to play each 
other in an end of season one-off game. 


Coors, who {through their Carling brand} sponsor the English 
comp and Old Firm shirts, have identified May 25 as a suitable 
date for the game and with Rangers, Arsenal, and Spurs amongst 
the semi finalists in their respective League Cup competitions, the 
prospect of another Battle of Britain match-up to finish the season 
is seen as an attractive idea. 


Celtic boss Martin O'Neill has given tentative approval to the plan 
although he says fixture congestion will always be an issue, and 
given that May 25 is the day before the Champions League Final 
he may have a point. 

To make the game more attractive, it's proposed the winner get 
450,000 pounds with 300,000 to the losers. Both also get a share of 
the TV money. 


Meanwhile with Celtic out of the Champions League and the 
transfer window about to open, Martin O'Neill is now having to 
deal with speculation surrounding the future of his star players. 


Strikers John Hartson and Henrik Larsson have both been linked 
with Birmingham, while it's rumoured Sir Bobby sees Larsson as 
an ideal if short-term replacement for Allan Shearer. 

A few miles away from Glasgow — in Edinburgh in fact — one of the 
country's oldest clubs, Hearts are considering selling their 
Tynecastle ground {capacity 17,000} and moving to Murrayfield 
{capacity 67,000}. While Hearts only average 12,0000, there's a 
plan to cover over seats to improve the atmosphere, and then 
utilise the superior corporate and catering facilities to wipe out 
their 17 million pound debt.
